Mr. Mercer discussed his plans re- 


specting tlie museum at, some length 
on Friday morning. 


"It is true," he said, "that I have 


made this proffer to the board of di- 
rectors of tlie Historical Society and 
they have accepted my proposition. 
I have almost despaired of arouslii" 
the interest of the present generation 
in local history to tbe extent which 
the people should become interested, 
but flrmlj believe the future genera- 
tion will take up the subject upon a 
much broader and detailed basi« and 
that suc.b u museum as it is contem- 
plated to erect .will be of great im- 
portance to the next generation. 


"The building will be 64 by 82 feet 


aud contain three projecting wings. 
II will be constructed of reinforced 
concrete and will be absolutely fire- 
proof, so that tlie contents of the So- 
ciety's museum, tlie product of at 
least fifteen years research and hard 
work, will be absolutely immune 
irom destruction by flre.

Hearing With Eyes and Fingers. 


The 
modern method of teaching 


deaf mutes is that known as the Bell 
method of visible speech. The charac- 
ters of the alphabet on which this sys- 
tem is founded are intended to reveal 
to the eye the position of the vocal or- 
gans in the formation of any sound 
which the human mouth can utter. Ar- 
ticulation is learned by the deaf mute 
as a set of movements and sensations 
In the organs of speech. It Is taught 
by the pointing out to the pupil the po- 
sjtions of the lips, teeth and tongue in 
pronouncing the vowels and conso- 
nants by making him feel with his 
bands all the perceptible movements 
and vibrations of the throat and other 
organs which »re requisite for their 
pronunciation and by using diagrams, 
etc. 
He is then required to Imitate 


those positions and to force a quantity 
of air from the lungs sufficient to pro- 
duce the sounds and is taught to read 
the articulations of others by observ. 
Ing the position of tbe organs and tbe 
counteuance.-Chrlstlan .Herald.

Clark, of Brie, by which, if It Is suc- 
cessful in the house, twenty-two third 
class cities in the state will be able 
to adopt the commission form of got- 
eminent within the next six montlm. 
The cities which will be enabled by 
this legislation are as follows: Head- 
ing, Harrisburg, Allentown, New Cas- 
tle, Williamsport, Titusville, Erie, Oil 
City, Altoona, 
Curbondale, Chester, 


Meadville, Corry, Wllkos-Barru, Leb- 
anon, Bradford, York, Easton, Jolins- 
town, McKeesport, Hazleton and Pitts- 
ton. 


According to Hie sponsor of the bill 


the enactment of this law will mark 
the first real progressive legislation 
of the session and will mean that 
Pennsylvania will have the most ad- 
vanced system of municipal Kovern- 
ment in the country, as it is believed 
that the weakness heretofore existing 
In 
the 
commission plan lias been 


eliminated and much stronger features j 
incorporated. The essential features of 
the Clark bill are as follows: The 
new form of government will take ef- 
fect on tlie first Monday of December, 
and it is provided that the commis- 
sioners shall be elocted in November, 
and the old ofllcers. such as mayors 
and councilraeu, will terminate- tlieir 
terms at the time the commissioners 
go into office. 


In third class cities the elective ofll- 


cers are to be mayor, elected for four 
years; four councilman to be tlected 
at oue time and to serve two years 
and one auditor to serve for two years. 
All elective officers are to be chosen 
by the voters at largo without regard 
to wards, and all nominations and 
elections are to be made by mm, ar- 
tisan ballots. The legislative functions 
are to be performed by a council com- 
posed of the mayor and four council- 
men, 
In which the mayor shall have a 


vote the same as any other member, 
.but shall not have tht ught to veto. 
The mayor is to be the cx-offlcio su- 
perintendent of public affairs, and at 
the organization of councils one mem- 
ber shall be assigned to ca< i depart- 
ment, as follows: One superintendent 
of accounts and finances, one superin- 


-indent of public safety, one super- 
intendent of streets and public Im- 
provements, and one superintendent 
of public parks and public property. 


It is provided that salaries are to 


be paid to the mayor ami the eouncll- 
men, which 
salaries 
shall be fixed 


within the following limits: For may- 
ors, maximum $3500, minimum $500, 
and for councilmen, maximum S3000, 
and minimum $250. 
In order that 


councilman flrst elected under tbe act 
shall not fix their own salaries, those 
elected for the flrst term shall receive 
compensation as follows: Population 
under 15,000, councilmen $300 and may- 
or $1000; population 15,000 to 20,000 
councilmen $75«, mayor $1200; popu- 
lation 
30,00 to 50,000, 
couucilmen 


$2000, mayor $2500; population t.0,000 
to 70,000, coundlmen 
$2500, mayor 


$3000, and population more than 70- 
000, 
councilmen 
$3000 and mayor 


$3500. 
The duties ot the city con- 


troller ore to be performed In part by 
Uie superintendent of finance, city so- 
licitor, city treasurer, city clerk, city 
engineer aud city assessor to b<; ap- 
pointed 
by council, subject to tliat 


body's power of removal. 


Stipulation is made that all grants 


of franchises to public service cor- 
porations may be submtterl to a refer- 
endum vote of the electors, but all 
other ordinances except such as cer- 
tified to be urgent for the preservation 
of the public peace, health and safetj 
or when otherwise ordered by the gei 
oral laws of the state, or required t. 
permitted by the provisions of the act 
shall be submitted to a referendum 
vote of 10 per cerit of the electors. No 
more than one referendum election 
s to be held within a period of six 
months, but it IB permissable to sub 
mit more than one ordinance at tie 
:ame election, and ordinances may be 
irought before councils upon the ini 
tlative petition of 15 per cent of the 
voters.

New Primary Election Bill. 


According to the indications it Is 


now the intention of the leaders of 
the dominant party to drop Ihe pri- 
mary, election bill presented by the 
*t»te election commission and adopt 
the measure which has just lie'eii |>re- 
Mated by Senator Salus, of Phllailel 
phla. 
The new . measure contains a

Ions by petition. Provis- 
for holding the fall pri- 


mary on the last Tuesday of Septem- 
ber hi odd numbered years ami on tho 
second Tuesday ol' April In even num- 
bered years. AH dcleKutes to state and 
national conventions are to be elected 
as at present and nil state officers are 
to be nominated hi conventions, and 
the provision of tho present, law which 
penults 
cimilidjiti'H fur delegate* to 


liavo printed after their names tlie 
name of the person they will support 
has been eliminated. 


Any candidate who desires to with- 


draw would have to do so not Inter 
than llfteen days prior to a primary, 
and tlien only wnen two-thirds of (he 
members of the committee, which un- 
der the rules is charged with, lining 
the vacancy, would give their consent.. 
It will require 500 signers to a uell- 
tlon to place the names of candidates 
on tho ballots for congress, judges and 
county officers, and UK, signers of the 
petitions would have to be lawfully 
registered and enrolled as members 
of the party for which they sign their 
petition. 
Candidates tor state sena- 


tors and representatives would have to 
secure 300 signers, state and national 
delegates 100 signers and all other 
canidatcs not less than ten signers. It 
Is further provided that the candidate 
would have to be enrolled as a mem- 
ber of the parly whose ticket he would 
be on, and he would also have t<- file 
a certlilcate that bo consents to the 
use of his name and no candidate can 
have his name on two tickets. 


As the provisions of this bill are 


contrary to tile ideas of the Progres- 
sives, and as the Salus bill was imme- 
diately reported favorably from the 
committee on elections, that element 
has already begun lining up Its foici-s 
for a battle against Its passage, In 
which it Is expected the factional lines 
will be sharply-.drawn. 


Adjournment Not In Sight. 


A deliberate effort to flr a definite 


date for the adjournment of tbe legis- 
lature was made during the post week, 
but It mot with a dismal failure, aud 
the members are still up in the air as 
to when they may. expect to resume 
the deliberation of their private af- 
fairs. Tho proposition came before the 
house by the presentation of-a resolu- 
tion by Mr. Schuck, of Westmoreland, 
providing that May 15 be fixed as the 
date for final adjournment. A motion 
to refer th° matter to the committee- 
on rules met with opposition from the 
author, and Speaker Alter then took 
the floor in opposition to the pissage 
of any resolution at this time Using a 
date for terminating the session. He 
declares that although the house has 
worked diligently since the opening 
of the session and disposed of 30 per 
cent more legislation thaji the pre- 
vious session had, it still has on Its 
calendars a mass of bills not yet act- 
ed upon and a greater mass still in 
the possession of the various commit- 
tees. 


As a matter of information 
the 


speaker stated that he had prepared a 
comparison of the work done by this 
legislature with that performed t>y the 
previous one, and finds that on March 
27, 1911, 167 bills had passed the 
house, and on the same day thiiry«H 
204 bills had been disposed of by the 
lower branch of the general assembly. 
He declared that he was Just as anx- 
ious as anyone else to terminate the 
session, but he did not believe It wise 
at this particular time to set a dato 
for final adjournment, when no one 
would be able to say just how long it 
would take the house to give consid- 
eration to the bills already before it, 
to say nothing of the appropriation to 
be reported out later. He therefore fa- 
vored the proposition of sidestepping 
the final date until more daylight could 
be seen as to when the bills could be 
acted upoa. 


There is no doubt that a very ugly 


feeling Is being fostered by the house 
against the senate for the dilatory way 
in which It 1ms been acting according 
to the house standards. Immediately 
after the house had agreed to the sen- 
ate adjournment last Wednesday no- 
tice was, served by Representative Al- 
len, of Pittsburgh, and Representative 
Scott, of 
Philadelphia, that 
unless 


some show ol' progress was made iu 
the near future by the upper body that 
they would object to the senate con- 
cluding Its deliberations for tho week 
on Wednesdays, as bas beta Us cus- 
tom all along. 


The senate has again deferred final 


action on the woman's suffrage ques 
tlon by setting it. for a special order 
on April 22. This was done at the ur- 
gent request of the advocates of the 
measure, who claimed that owing to 
tlie Illness of some of the senators 
whom they count upon as their sup- 
porters it would be unfair to force, it 
to a vote at this time. When the mat- 
ter was first messaged to the senate 
from the house the sponsors of the bill 
set up a loud clamor for Immediate 
consideration and did not care to sanc- 
tion the holding of a public.hearing oa 
the proposition. Now the tables are, 
reversed, and the opponents of the] 
measure are anxious to dispose of Iv 
and the other side seeks delay. 


Although the friends of the admlnli 


tration succeeded in restoring to the 
calendar the bill providing 
for 
an 


amendment to the constitution allow- 
ing the state to negotiate a 150,000,000 
bond issue, the matter is apt to have 
a temporary setback now by th» adop.
